‘Stéamship Line. 


Four Great Liners From This 
City to H ongkong. 


H Covimlelion to Help 
Ambitious Project.

the Chinese Chamber of Commerce 
and Protective Association, recently 
organized, are planning an entirely 
new steamship line to compete with 
the vessels now plying between Japan 
and San Francisco, the Mongolia, 
Manchuria and others. Their com- 
mittee conferred yesterday with the 
secretary of the Harbor Commission 
to obtain suggestions and secure the 
co-operation of the Americans. 

The committee was composed of 
Harry 8. Quan, one of the organizers 
of the Chinese-American League of 
Justice; Chew Peck, a wealthy im- 
porter, who conceived the idea of es- 
tablishing a direct line to connect Los 
Angeles with Hongkong: William H. 
Chan, merchant; Wong Sam “Ying, 
leader in progressive Ne China” 
movements; Arthur Fong and Henry 
Uejann Yip, interpreter and secretary 
of the Chinese Chamber of Commerce. 
As a result of the conference, it was 
decided that the Chinese, as guests of 
the Los Angeles Harbor Commission, 


should visit the harbor next Tuesday.

will go out in a launch to look over. 
the inner and outer harbor and 
gather data for a report to the Chinese 
Chamber of Commerce as to dockage, 
facilities, depth and other facts bear- 
ing on the project.

Secretary Fleming told the commit 
tee that the Harbor Commission 


need of such a steamship line was 
strongly emphasized and at the con- 
clusion of the conference he asked the 
committee to go with him to the har- 
bor, where they can learn more of the 
work to be accomplished there. 

A mass meeting of the Chinese is 
planned, the date to be decided 
later, and at this mass meeting the 
Chinese will call on every one to co- 
operate for the proposed steamship 
line. It is the object of the torte ng 
to form a bank and trust compa 
probably at San Francisco, to han 
the affairs of the steamship company, 
and MacGowen & Hass, attorneys for 
the Chinese, have been ipstructed to 
investigate this plan and report as to 
its feasibility. The Chinese strongly 
urge that the stock of the new com- 
pany shall be controlled by the Chi- 
nese and Americans, ahd although no 
definite announcement has been made, 
it is understood that if the Chinese 
can secure the aid of the new Chinese 
republic, they will build at least four 
steamships of a type and capacity 
similar to the Manchuria, one of the 
largest vessels now running between 
the United States and the Orient.

‘she, Mrs. Soyster, was seriously il! 
and unable to appear in court. 

According to the plaintiff she mar- 
ried Soyster nine years ago, at Hot 
Svrings. Ark., and they moved to San 
Rernardino, where they lived happily 
until Mrs. Burge appeared upon the 
scene. nearly two years aso. 

HER CHARGES. 

| The complaint states that Soystar 
left his wife at her home in San Ber- 
nardino July 4, 1910, and came to 
Los Angeles, where he met Mrs. 
Burge. According to the complaint 
they departed from this city a few 
days later and visited many points of 
interest in California before return- 
ing here 

Mrs. Soyster filed a suit * sep- 
arate maintenance in August. 1910. 
and on September 29 her husband 
filed a suit for divorce in the San 
Bernardino court. Judge Bledsoe 
heard the evidence and granted Soys- 
ter an interlocutory decree. Mrs.

BITTER DENUNCIATION, 

Mrs. Soyster is a woman of educa- 
tion and culture. She is bitter in her 
denunciation of her former husband 
and the woman she claims destroyed 
the peace and happiness of her home, 

“We were an ideal couple until this 
woman met my husband and hypo- 
tized him,” she said yesterday, “He 
gave me everything I want un d 
couldn't seem to do enough for me. 
About two years ago I noticed that 
he growing cold and indifferent 
and often asked him if there was an- 
other woman. He always denied it 
and told me that I was the only wom- 
jan he ever loved. 

“In July, 1910, he remained away 
from home for two days and when 
he came back I asked him where he 
had been. He said Lou, I love Mu- 
dred Burge and am 8 away with 
her.“ I pleaded with him not to leave 
me, but he packed up his clothes 
and left. I was sick at the time ang 
wasn't able to get out of bed for sev- 
eral months.

HE RESURRECTION OF MILWAUKFE 
Milwaukee has gone forward on the 
road to renewed prosperity with leaps and 
bounds since her citizens followed the ex- 
ample set by the voters of Los Angeles 
last December, when Republicans and Dem- 
ocrats “got together” and buried socialism 
Out of sight. 

The experience of Milwaukee, as a result 
of surrendering its local government to 
socialisni two years ago, has been bitter. 
It cost the taxpayers directly not less than 
$1,000,000. Under the administration, or 
rather maladministration, of the “father- 
hood-of-God, brotherhood- ot man, property 
is-robbery, second - thief - le-the-best- owner.

in that of Milwaukee, that the success of 
socialism has been followed by a saturnalia 
of extravagance, corruption and misrule in 
government. 

Some of the principles of socialism, al- 
though impracticable, are not corrupt. But 
the practices of Socialists who have ob- 
tained power have often been as unscrupu- 
lous as they were unwise. The head of So- 
clalism has dreamed iridescent dreams of 
atavism, but its larcenous fingers have 
sought congenial occupation in picking the 
public pocket. 

“Every great movement,” said Macaulay, 
“has had its center of zealots and its cir- 
cumference of plunderers.” The former are 
honestly eager for reform. The latter care 
nothing for reform, but everything for the 
opportunities of personal gain which a 
change in government affords.

OAL AND ELECTRICITY. 

“There is,” says the proverb, “no great 
loss withott some smal! gain.” A diminu- 
tion in the production of any article is fol- 
lowed by an advance in its price. An ad- 
vance in price stimulates research for a 
cheaper ‘article that can be substituted for 
the more expensive one. Among the larg- 
est users of coal are the industrial estab- 
lishments and thé’ steam railroads of the 
East. They use coal to generate power. 
Electrical energy can be generated wher- 
ever there is a natural waterfall or a 
stream that can be dammed to create an 
artificial waterfall. The distance to which 
electrical power can be transmitted has 
by invention deen greatly increased until 
now it would be possible to run trains from 
Boston to Chicago by the power of water- 
falls along the route. 

Electrification of New York, Boston, Phil- 
adelphia and Washington terminals of all 
railroads leading into those cities is con- 
templated by the Pennsylvania, the New 
York Central and the New York and New 
Haven railroad companies. . The day is 
fast approaching when steam locomotives 
will not be seen within the limits of any 
great city in the United States, and at no 
very distant day it may be predicted that 
steam as a motive power on land will join 
the stage coach and the canal boat in their 
retirement. 

The transmission of electrical energy re- 
quires the use of copper wires. One effect 
of the coal strikes in England and the 
United States during the past few weeks 
has made itself apparent in an advance of 
25 per cent. in the price of copper and in 
the clearing up of accumulated stocks. It 
is estimated that the increase of 3 1-4 cents 
per pound in the price of copper which has 
taken place during the last few months 
will double the dividends of the copper- 
producing conipanies of Montana and Ari- 
zona and will cause closed mines to be re- 
opened. ‘ 

Coal strikes and coal shortage will ust 
affect the industries of this coast. Our 
railroads and our manufacturing industries 
now generally use fuel oil, of which there 
is a world’s supply in Southern California 
sufficient to last for generations. This is 
surely God's country where even the ca- 
lamities of other lands inure indirectly 
our advantage. | :
